G.S.R. 67(E).—Ti) c.xerci.se of the powers con¬ 
ferred by section 8 of tlie Cinematograph Act, 1952 
(.77 of 1952), tJie Centra! Government hereby makes 
the following rules further to amend the Cinemato¬ 
graph (Certification) Rules, 198,1, namely;—■ 

1. Short title and comnieuccment.—(1) These 
rules may be called tiie Cinematograph (Certifica¬ 
tion) (Amendment) Rules, 1992. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of 
their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Cinematogiaph (Certification) Rules, 
198.^ (hereinafter referred to as the principal rules), 
for rule 6, the foiiowing shall be substituted, 
namely ;— 

“6. Temporary absence of Chairman ; Notwith¬ 
standing anvtJiirig contained in these rules, 
when the Chairman is unable to discharge 
his functions owing to absence, illness or 
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any other cause, the Central Government 
may nominate a member of the Board who 
will discharge the functions of the Chair¬ 
man until the Chairman resumes his 
duties”. 

3. In rule 13 of the principal rules, after sub- 
rule (2) the following shall be inserted, namely 

“(3) Notwithstanding anything contained in 
sub-rules (1) and (2), if any member oi 
the advisory pranel is a Member of Parlia¬ 
ment, he shall not be entitled to any 
remuneration other than the allowances 
defines in clause (a) of section 2 of the 
Parliament (Prevention of Disqualification) 
Act, 1959 (10 of 1959).” 

4. In rule 31 of the principal rules, for the exist¬ 
ing proviso, the following ishall be substituted, 
namely :— 

“Provided that the Chairman mav, at the 
written request of the applicant or any 
other person concerned, extend the said 
period and the total period so extended 
shall not exceed .six months".
